Budget Goes to Senate 


JE F F E RS O N CITY (AP) - 
The Missouri Senate now has the 
job some legislators say the 
House flubbed—get the budget 
for the coming fiscal year back 
into the black. 
Both the House Appropria­ 
tions director and the Division 
of Comptroller and Budget agree 
that the House appropriated $3.8 
million more in general revenue 
than the state expects to collect 
in the year beginning July 1. 
And both agree that a fourth 
allotment of school money prob­ 
ably will have to be made next 
year—for the second time in a 
row—if the schools are to get 
the $234 million in state aid 
provided now in the money bills. 


Under the law the schools get 
three allotments a year, in Sep­ 
tember, December and March. 
But this year by March there 
wasn't enough to make the full 
promised payment. So Gov. War 
ren E. Hearnes said he would 
make a fourth payment in May 
whenever the additional funds 
become available from the cig­ 
arette tax. 
That's what will happen next 
year, conceded appropriations 
chairman E. J. (Lucky) Cantrell. 
D-Overland. and assistant budg­ 
et director Bernard (Doc) Sim- 
coe. if the state aid stays at $234 
million. 
The state agencies and insti­ 
tutions have all told the Senate 


Appropriations Committee their 
financial troubles and made 
their pleas for additional funds. 


Individual senators have said 
the legislature can’t even go as 
far as the House tried to go. 
that somewhere more than $4 
million will have to be carved 
off the bills as they cleared the 
House Thursday. 


The Senate also got most of 
the other special session bills 
from the House. The idea is to 
give the Senate two weeks to do 
its bit. 


Then the representatives will 
come back and both houses will 
settle into the final stretch, try­ 
ing to compromise differences.

Fashions Have 
A Rich Look 


The two had worked closely 
together at the first session of 
the Second Vatican Council, 
when John was still Pope Sue- 
nens obviously saw the Council 
as a chance to renew the 
Church and he moved vigorous­ 
ly. Suddenly he was a major 
church figure. Other progres­ 
sive prelates were attracted by 
his ability and rallied around 
him Pope Paul, who continued 
the Council after John's death, 
often consulted the Belgian 
But at the first synod of bish­ 
ops called by Pope Paul in 1967. 
Suenens emerged as the spear­ 
head of liberal forces demand­ 
ing more reforms than the Pope 
appeared willing to allow. 
Suenen s book. “ Co-Responsi­ 
bility in the Church, "set out his 
ideas: the sense of co-responsi­ 
bility must be the soul of the 
apostolic activity of the 20th 
century, and of the centuries 
which 
follow 
The 
Church 
makes its way toward the future 
in a living continuity with the 
past, but this continuity is nei­ 
ther conservatism nor servali- 
ty; it is fidelity. 
Some of Suenen s views have 
gotten him in trouble with 
Rome. 
Eugene Cardinal Tisserant. 
dean of the College of Cardinals, 
roundly attacked him for using 
a “ disrespectful" tone in ex­ 
pressing himself to a French 
magazine, inviting him to “ cor­ 
rect" his thinking by another 
public declaration Suenens did 
not take up the suggestion. 
Cardinal Suenens clearly sees- 
Poe Paul as overworked and 


carrying too much of the burden 
alone 
During the interview, the car­ 
dinal summed up his attitude 
this way: “ St Peter, let's do 
things together You will have 
the last word What we ask is to 
work together." 
The cardinal said the princi­ 
ple of the collegiality of bishops, 
approved at Vatican II. had not 
gone nearly far enough. It still 
needs to increase at every level, 
he said — the Pope with the 
bishops; the bishop with his 
priests, his deacons and the 
whole Church 
The problem of the Roman 
Curia, which Suenens once sug­ 
gested held the Pope prisoner, 
was one of organization rather 
than personalities, he said He 
conceded there had been recent 
improvement in some of its de­ 
partments — “ I don't say in ev­ 
ery one — but he thought the 
fundamental issue remained un­ 
solved: “ Is the Curia really an 
instrument for the Pope alone 
or is it an instrument for the 
College of Bishops, with the 
Pope at the center and the 
head?" 
Cardinal Suenens. at 65. is a 
man of middle height with a Ro­ 
man profile, well-combed gray 
hair, 
and 
a 
disconcertingly 
steady gaze from behind his 
squarish spectacles. 
Like his Netherlands col­ 
league. Bernard Cardinal Al- 
frink. Suenens has done away 
with most of the outward trap­ 
pings of his office He may be a 
prince of the Church and “ Your 
Eminence" in Rome; at home 


he is plain “ Monsieur le Cardi­ 
nal." 
He dressed like any country 
priest, though he clings to the 
clerical collar in a land where 
many have opted for the less 
distinctive civilian tie.

primate of Belgium and the man 
some talk of as a future Pope, 
says the Roman Catholic Church 
must go forward fast to keep 
pace with a rapidly evolving 
world 
“ The Church must be true to 
the past, and the present, and 
the future." he says. “ It is a 
very difficult situation... but I 
think we have to go forward, 
trying to get the people to fol­ 
low. because the world is evolv­ 
ing in such a quick way that if 
we are one year late, it’s a dra­ 
ma. So I really take a choice for 
the future — the present going 
to the future." 
But the 65-vear-old cardinal 
smiled at the suggestion he is 
leader of progressive forces 
seeking widespread changes in 
the church of Rome. 
“ Well. I leave that to you." he 
aid. “ I don’t think there is a 
leader. Just many people think­ 
ing along the same lines." 
The lines Cardinal Suenens 
thinks along challenge the one- 
man rule concept of the papacy, 
the election of the Pope by car­ 
dinals alone, the prominent role 
of the Roman Curia, and much 
besides. He sees the current of 
progress and liberty as irrever­ 
sible. 
“ You can t stem it by ignor­ 
ing it." he says. 
The cardinal talked of his 
hopes for the Church in an ex­ 
clusive interview with The Asso­ 
ciated Press in the second-floor 
study of his rambling white pa­ 
lace in the ancient Flemish 


cathedral city of Mechlin, which 
French-speaking Belgians call 
Malines. 
Speaking of today's worldwide 
movement 
toward 
possible 
church unity. Cardinal Suenens 
gestured around him and said: 
“ This is the very room where it 
all began." 
Here in the 1920s. one of his 
predecessors. 
Desire-Joseph 
Cardinal Mercier. initiated the 
first talks since the Reformation 
with the breakaway Church of 
England s Archibishop of York. 
The Malines conversations, as 
they 
were called, 
flickered 
through two years, then faded 
with the cardinals death in 
1926 It was. perhaps, too early 
in the century for i he ecumeni­ 
cal movement to be launched. 
Now Leon Joseph Suenens. 
the little seminarian whom Car­ 
dinal Mercier once sent to study 
at the Gregorian University in 
Rome, is a cardinal himself 
and. like Mercier. Archbishop 
of Malines-Brussels 
Suenens 
has reopened and deepened the 
original contacts. 
Few churchmen at the top 
have made their presence more

Officials said in a summary of 
a wheat situation report that the 
carryover a year from now is 
likely to increase from the 900 
million bushels now expected in 
the nation’s stockpile on July 1. 
the beginning of the 1970-71 
marketing year 
The carryover increase was 
signalled earlier in the week aft­ 
er the department forecast a 
1970 wheat crop of almost 1.4 
billion bushels. This would be 
slightly more than the present 
rate of use. 
Thus, the report said, if wheat 
exports do not rise from the 
present level—estimated at 600 
million bushels for the year end­ 
ing June 30—and use of the 
grain for animal feed declines, 
the 1971 carryover would be 
larger. 
Wheat used for livestock feed 
during 1969-70 was estimated at 
200 million bushels 
However. 


officials said, wheat feeding 
next year "will encounter large 
prospective feed grain supplies” 
next fall 


WASHINGTON <AP> - A 
farm industry spokesman says 
a proposed 6 per cent railroad 
rate increase now pending be­ 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is "unjustified, un­ 
needed. inflationary and unfair” 
in its effect on the nation's agri­ 
culture.

Election Change Announced 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The 
Nixon administration has or­ 
dered into operation a new Civil 
Rights plan aimed at giving mi­ 
nority groups a better chance of 
getting elected to local boards 
charged with administering fed­ 
eral farm programs 
The Agriculture Department 
announced the plan on Friday 
It involves nearly 73 (K)() •com­ 
munity committeemen elected 
annually to help oversee county 
operations of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service 
Officials 
said 
the 
major 
change is the method used in 
nominating candidates for ASCS 
community positions. Last year 
there were 24.294 such commit­ 
tees. each with three members. 
The community committee­ 
men in turn elect county ASC 
committees which directly ad­ 
minister 
federal 
farm 
pro­ 
grams. including acreage allot­ 
ments. price supports and direct 
payments to farmers. 
Previously, the community 
candidates were nominated by 
incumbent members prior to 
their annual expiration of office. 
At least six candidates and no 
more than 10 were nominated 
by the incumbents. Regulations 
also said in communities where 
minorities numbered 10 per cent 
of the population at least one 
from the group had to be named 
as a candidate 
A spokesman for the agency 
said, however, that in some 
cases the minority member cho­ 
sen by the incumbent commit­ 
teemen did not represent the 
choice of the minority voters. 
As a recourse, the official 
said, the ASCS allowed dissi­ 
dents to nominate another can­ 
didate—or several, if the limit 
was not exceeded—by use of pe­ 
titions. 
Civil 
Rights 
critics 
have 
charged that this sytem resulted 
frequently in dividing the mi­ 


nority votes so badly that the 
top three at the ballot box 
turned out to be whites. 
Now. the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment says, the petition method 
will be given precedence. Nomi­ 
nations will be shut off after six 
candidates are named by peti­ 
tion 
Also, the department said, at 
least

minority 
member 
must be on the slate of candi­ 
dates in areas where minorities 
total eight per cent or more. A 
spokesman said he did not know' 
why the requirement was low­ 
ered from 10 per cent as pre­ 
vious.

the Russian-language publishing

Reports 
Killings 
Planned 


SAIGON (AP) — A research 
study says the killing of Hue cit­ 
izens by Communist-led troops 
in the 1968 Tet offensive was 
planned and systematic, rather 
than random slaughter. 
The study report says the kill­ 
ing occurred in three stages 
during the 26-day battle for Hue. 
It started with the elimination 
of persons on a blacklist and 
ended in efforts by the retreat­ 
ing forces to “ leave no wit­ 
nesses.” 
These findings are reported 
by Douglas Pike. U.S. govern­ 
ment political analyst and au­ 
thor who is widely regarded as 
a top Western expert on the Viet 
Cong. His report, titled. “ The 
Viet Cong Strategy of Terror,” 
says evidence indicates that vir­ 
tually all known victims of the 
bloodbath were slain by some 
150 local Viet Cong cadre, rath­ 
er 
than 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops. He says it is not known 
where the execution orders ori­ 
ginated. 
Pike says 2.810 bodies have 
been exhumed from the series 
of mass and single graves at 
nearly 20 locations south and 
southeast of the old imperial 
capital. In addition. 1,946 per­ 
sons are listed as missing. 
Many may be in graves not yet 
discovered or exhumed. 
“ Virtually no Communist kill­ 
ing was due to rage, frustration 
or panic during the Communist 
withdrawal at the end.” Pike 
writes. 
This explanation has been of­ 
fered by some observers but 
does not hold up under scrunity, 
he says, adding: 
"Quite the contrary, to trace 
back any single killing is to dis­ 
cover that almost without ex­ 
ception it was the result of a de­ 
cision rational and justifiable in 
the Communist mind. In fact, 
most killings were, from the 
| Communist calculation, impera- 
[ tive.”

(AP) - A 
tall, grey-eyed young Atlanta 
dentist wishes the American 
people would care. About “ I 
Care.” 
“ There are 1,500 brave men 
over there, in North Vietnamese 
prisons, kept in cages and un­ 
derground caves fit only for 
pigs,” says Dr 
John Linder 
with an indignant shake of his 
head. 
The 26-year-old dentist 
is 
trying to stir up indignation in 
others—millions of others—to 
bring them “ out of apathy into 
commitment” by getting them 
to write letters to Hanoi, or sign 
“ I Care” petitions. 
The petition reads simply: “ I 
care about the inhumane treat­ 
ment our men are receiving as 
prisoners in Southeast Asia. You 
have my support in your efforts 
to bring relief to them.” 
Eventually, these petitions 
will be sent to Texas multimil­ 
lionaire Ross Perot, who is or­

NEW YORK (AP) - Stock 
market prices over the past 
week fell sharply but then made 
a strong comeback 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks jumped 17.43 to 
702.22 The Dow had not gained 
as much since April 8. 1968 
when it closed 18 61 points 
ahead. 
The surge followed Thurs­ 
day's performance when the 
Dow average skidded to 684.79 
after having fallen below the 700 
level on Wednesday for the first 
time in nearly seven years 
The drop came after a more 
gradual slide that saw the paper 
value of common stocks traded 
on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change decline by $139 billion 
from $692 billion in the period 
from December. 1968 to end of 
April. 
Investors, confronted with the 
biggest 
market 
losses since 
World War II. were completely 
demoralized, 
many 
analysts 
said. 


Some brokers were equally 
pessimistic. 
“ My 
customers 
keep asking me when the sell- 
off is going to end.” said one. “ I 
tell them the truth I tell them I 
don’t know.” 


Many factors appeared to con­ 
tribute to the demoralization 
gripping the financial communi­ 
ty. These included the U.S. in­ 
volvement in Cambodia, the 
prospect of intensified conflict 
in the Middle East and eontinut- 
ed unrest among the nation's 
youth 


On the bright side, the govern­ 
ment 
reported Monday that 
wholesale prices in April held 
stable for the first time in 18 
months. The drop was due 
mainly to a decline in food 
prices.

The Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday that business 
inventories in March rose slight­ 
ly in February while sales de­ 
clined The slump in sales was 
the sharpest decline—$1 07 bil­ 
lion— since a $1.24 billion drop 
last November 
The automobile industry re­ 
ported a 22 9 per cent decline in 
car sales on a daily rate basis in 
the first 10 days of May This 
represented the sharpest drop in 
daily sales for a reporting peri­ 
od since October. 1967. when 
there was a Ford Motor Co. 
strike

Finds Riot Cause In American Home 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
Harvard psychiatrist says the 
emotional 
emptiness of the 
American home has set off a 
series of reactions in students 
that has contributed to campus 
violence. 
Dr A M. Nicholi II of Har­ 
vard Medical School told the 
American Psychiatric Associa­ 
tion Friday that parents today 
spend little time with their chil­ 
dren and punish them by with­ 
drawing what little affection 


they have offered 
. This gives rise to “ repeated 
feelings of rejection and resent­ 
ment." Nicholi said 
He added that refusal of par­ 
ents. college administrators and 
government leaders to listen to 
students 
“ and 
affirm 
their 
worth as human beings” com­ 
plicates the problem. 
When the student goes to col­ 
lege and confronts a college ad­ 
ministration and government hi­ 
erarchy that is also remote and 


disinterested. Nicholi said he 
experiences intense frustration 
and hostility 
The psychiatrist said the al­ 
ienation produced by this type 
of leader adds to the inner tur­ 
moil produced by the real social 
and 
political 
issues, 
issues 
which in themselves are suffi­ 
cient to make the sensitive 
young person irrational.” 
Nicholi based his analysis on 
a study of the student strike and 
violence at Harvard in April 


1989. including interviews with 
administrators, faculty, student 
leaders and reports on disorders 
at other campuses. 
Nicholi said a partial answer 
may be “ a renewed concern 
with some of the most basic 
premises of human relations 
premises known some 2.000 
years 
ago. 
rediscovered 
by 
modern 
psychiatry, and 
ex­ 
pressed most simply in terms of 
patience, compassion and love 
He warned that discontent 


and turmoil among the nation's 
youth will intensify until facul­ 
ty see teaching not publishing 
as their main task; until admin­ 
istrators focus their attention on 
students and not on bodies ex­ 
ternal to the university; and un­ 
til government leaders visibly 
respond to young people not as 
troublesome bums', but as the 
immediate heirs to this nation's 
future ” 
Nicholi suggested dividing the 
role of the college president into 


two positions- one responsible 
for students and faculty and the 
other for alumni government 
and outside activities. 
Unless the role of the college 
president undergoes immediate 
and drastic change, 
he said, 
our institutions of higher learn­ 
ing as they now stand will cease 
to exist

Such a man. Otto Ulrich. .1 r . has held a secret- 
level clearance for nearly three years as a translator 
with the Bionetics Research Laboratories near 
Washington In his application for a clearance, he 
stated frankly that he was a member of the local 
chapter of the Mattachine Society, an organization 
principally of homosexuals 
Not until last year did the government make an 
issue of his sex life He was summoned to a secret 
hearing at the Pentagon last July and was asked a 
series of shockingly vulgar questions about his 
private life. 
He refused to answer them, charging that they 
had nothing to do with his eligibility The hearing 
board, however, accused him of “ criminal conduct 
and sexual perversion 
It charged that he is “ not 
reliable or trustworthy '

certain homosexual acts are illegal in a number of 
states At the same time, they acknowledged that 
pre-mantal heterosexual behavior, which is also 
illegal in many states, is not a cause for action 
After the formal charges were brought against 
him.

— In 1969 the people of 
Pettis County built a new County Jail at a cost of 
$150,000 This jail is now finished and in use. 
Pettis County, with a population of 40.000 (this 
includes Sedalia) should according to regulation 
have a jail housing a minimum of twenty prisoners. 
We have a new jail which will house thirty-two. 
The deplorable condition of the old County and 
City jails was the reason the jail bond issue passed. 
The people of Sedalia and Pettis County were led to 
believe that the city and county could and would 
share the new jail facilities. The following quotation 
is taken from an article which appeared in the 
Sedalia Democrat in June, 1968. 
“ Judge 
E.L. 
‘R ed ’ 
Birdsong reaffirmed 
the 
Sheriff's statement as to the acquisition of land on 
which the jail is to be built, ‘the county jail belongs 
not only to the county but also to the city, in as much 
as Sedalia is a part of the county. The county and the 
city can and will work together on their jail and 
prisoner problems.” 
Evidently the people of Pettis County and Sedalia 
were not the only ones who believed that new jail 
facilities would be shared. The following is a 
quotation from your editorial published Aug. 30. 
1968. 
“ Surely the inadequacies of the city and county 
smelly clinks can be replaced by something better if 
the two government units with the support of the 
public would collaborate.” 
You ended this editorial with the following: 
“ Is joint use of a suitable jail impossible because 
of a plethora of legal gibberish relating to such 
ventures. Then let’s untangle it and do something 
about the recommendations of the current Board of 
Visitors and as a tribute to the many disappointed 
grand jurors long buried in Crown Hill. Either that 
or call in the Humane Society for action.” 
The public did give the leaders of Pettis County 
their support and the bond issue did pass. Yet we 
find the City Jail, which is in an unbelievable state 
of disrepair, still in use. The plumbing is worn out 
and filthy; the walls of the cells are rusted through; 
and the concrete floors rough and unswept; no 
matresses or blankets are provided; there are no 
decent facilities for showers (the jail has no hot 
water); and there are no separate facilities for 
women. The jail as it stands today is an ideal 
breeding place for disease. Surely as a Christian 
community 
we 
do 
not 
want 
our 
prisoners 
maintained in such demoralizing and degrading 
conditions. 
Two years ago the Pettis County Board of Visitors 
toured and completely condemned the City Jail. 
• Recently this paper again published a new report of 
the Board of Visitors It stated that conditions at the 
City Jail were essentially unchanged, and that the 
City Jail remained in “ deplorable condition” . 
The people of Sedalia and Pettis County have 
bought and paid for a decent, adequate jail. Sedalia 
has 
too 
many 
other 
needs 
such as 
Hospital 
Expansion. Junior College permanent facilities; a 
new City Hall; a new downtown Fire Station, etc. 
without duplicating the facilities the County Jail 
already provides. 
Let the two law enforcement agencies involved, 
the County Court and City Officials get together, 
negotiate terms and arrive at a workable settlement. 
Are we. the public, to believe that the jail-sharing 
issue is closed, or can we hope that the public 
officials will keep faith with the people, and that 
negotiations to share jail facilities will be resumed.

Brings High Price 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
newest 
government 
statistics 
paint a picture of gloom, a full- 
fledged economic slowdown not 
at the crisis stage but still trou­ 
blesome 
Despite the uncontradicted 
negative figures indicating low­ 
er profits and higher prices, the 
Nixon administration remains 
publicly convinced its policies 
are working and business will 
start upward sometime between 
June and December. 
‘‘W ere traveling a narrow 
path between recession and in­ 
flation." Arthur F. Burns, the 
Federal Reserve Board chair­ 
man. told Congress Thursday. 


Although not an official mem­ 
ber of the administration. Burns 
was President 
Nixon's chief 
domestic adviser until January 
and now is as responsible as 
any other individual for the 
health of the money and credit 
systems. 
. These were the developments 
Thursday, a day heavy with 
economic news: 
—The Commerce Department 
said 
prices 
during 
January. 
February and March rose at an 
annual rate of 5 ‘ i per cent, a 
quarter of a point higher than 
its earlier estimate.

per cent, highest since the Ko­ 
rean war.

Flood vs. Baseball 
Contest to Beg in 


N EW YO RK (AP) - Curt 
Flood vs Baseball 
That's the way the battle lines 
are drawn for Tuesday's open­ 
ing of the trial in which Flood, 
former outfielder for the St 
Louis Cardinals, will challenge 
the sport’s reserve system and 
attempt to prove that baseball 
is a monopoly operating in re­ 
straint of trade. 
Flood's suit will be heard here 
in Federal Court before Judge 
Irving “ Ben" Cooper. But it is 
likely to wind up in a higher 
court, possibly the U S 
Su­ 
preme Court, before it is finally 
resolved and all the repercus­ 
sions known 
At issue is what is popularly 
known as the reserve clause— 
actually a set of rules—that 
binds a player to the team that 
signs him until he is traded. 
sold or released with or without 
his knowledge and-or approval 
Flood's case is both important 
—and unique- because it will be 
the first in which the merits of 
the reserve system 
will 
be 
argued There have been past 
suits which challenged the rules 
but they wound up dealing with 
the issue of the court's jurisdic­ 
tion 
Judge Cooper already 
has 
ruled that “ the trial must en­ 
compass 
the 
factual 
issues 
raised respecting the reserve 
system, hailed as a blessing by 
proponents, condemned as de­ 
structive by antagonists.” 


The antagonists in this case 
are Flood, the plaintiff; his at­ 
torneys. including former U S 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Goldberg, now a candidate for 
governor in New York, and the 
Major League Players Associa­ 
tion headed by Marvin Miller 


The proponents in this case 
are the defendants—Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn, the Ameri­ 


can and National league presi­ 
dents. the 24 major league clubs 
and the defendants' attorneys. 
Mark F Hughes, representing 
the majors, and Paul Porter, 
representing the commissioner. 
It is considered likely that 
various members of the base­ 
ball community, players and 
management, will appear dur­ 
ing the trial, and it is consid­ 
ered “ highly unlikely" by as 
knowledgeable a person as Mill­ 
er that the entire trial won t be 
played out the full route.

Garden hoses would last a 
lot longer if people would let 
them. 
But folks persist on 
dragging them over rough 
concrete, driving over them, 
leaving the water turned on 
at the faucet while turning 
off the nozzle, crimping them 
to stop the water momentar­ 
ily, crimping them accident­ 
ally because someone didn’t 
make certain it was unwound 
properly, and doing all sorts 
of things that torture a hose 
designed for nothing more 
than carrying water. 
Even just leaving the hose 
alone could destroy it. 
If 
you leave a hose out in the 
hot sun with water in it, the 
water can start to boil—and 
a garden hose wasn’t in­ 
tended for boiling water. 
Fortunately a hose is not 
difficult to repair so it isn’t 
necessary to throw a dam­ 
aged hose away and start 
with a new one. 
Cut out the damaged sec­ 
tion and either measure the 
opening or t a k e the piece 
with you to the hardware 
store. Hoses come in differ­ 
ent diameters and you will 
have to know the right size 
to get the proper mending 
equipment. 
You can get a conventional 
coupling with male and fe­ 
male ends and in e f f e c t 
make two small hoses out of 
one big one. Unless there is 
some special reason for do­ 
ing that, get a solid mender 
that restores the hose to one 
piece. This is cheaper. 


and couplings although you 
may find a few described as 
suitable for both. 
The mender for the rubber 
hose is usually a short tube 
or n i p p l e with claw-like 
metal flange around the mid­ 
dle. The tube is inserted in 
both ends of the hose and the 
metal prongs pounded down. 
Some menders are nothing 
more than the brass tube 
held in place with separate 
hose clamps. 
For a p l a s t i c hose the 
mender consists of the metal 
tube 
and 
threaded 
screw 
clamps that go over the hose 
and then are tightened, the 
threads biting into the hose 
and holding it tight against 
the tube. 
New couplings for rubber 
hoses consist of the coupling 
parts mounted on tubes in­ 
serted into the hose ends. 
The prongs are then pounded 
down or a clamp is used. 
The coupling parts for a 
plastic hose are a little more 
complicated. 
The coupling 
tube is slipped over the hose 
and not into it. 
With the 
sleeve over the hose a bush­ 
ing is placed inside the hose 
at the end. The bushing is 
threaded and. when turned 
with a special key, seats 
itself inside the hose and ex­ 
erts pressure on the wall of 
the hose against the metal 
sleeve. 
Couplings often need re­

LEA VEN W O RTH . Kan (AP) 
— Johnny Cash, the singer not­ 
ed for his songs about the woes 
of convicts, found a receptive 
audience at the federal peniten­ 
tiary at Leavenworth Friday. 
"This is the only show I ’ve 
ever seen where all the men 
came out.’’ an inmate said after 
the entertainer performed be­ 
fore a crowd of almost 2.000. 
"They won't come to every 
show but they love this guy 
He's special.” 
The empathy Cash felt for the 
men who have run afoul of the 
law was apparent. 
"W e put on a show about 
three weeks ago for President 
Nixon.” Cash told his audience 
"W e re going to try a little 
harder for you.” 
He sang his hit song. "F o l­ 
som River Blues' with the word 
"Leavenworth” substituted for 
Folsom. The crowd responded 
enthusiastically. 


Between songs. Cash talked 
to the men. "W e re proud to be 
here.” 
he said. 
"W e really 
are.” 


• "W e ain't.” yelled back a 
laughing prisoner 
The show, with about 20 en­ 
tertainers including Cash, last­ 
ed more than an hour. The 
bleachers had been filled three 
hours before it began. 
Earlier in the day the troupe 
performed at the Kansas Peni­ 
tentiary at nearby Lansing and 
its adjacent women's farm 
When Cash launched into his 
current hit. "What is Truth?" 
the federal prisoners broke into 
sustained applause, apparently 
displaying an affinity for the 
young generation. 
He signed autographs and 
shook hands with many men be­ 
fore leaving. Warden Robert I. 
Moseley presented him with a 


plaque, a trophy and two oil 


paintings—all made for him by 
convicts 
After the show an older pris­ 
oner made his way through the 
crowd to shake the singer's 
hand "God bless you. Johnny 
Cash.” the inmate said 
Cash, obviously moved, could 
only nod his head in reply. 
When the troupe left the pen­ 
itentiary there was a crowd 
gathered outside the walls to see 
the singer, who contrary to 
widespread belief has never 
served time. 
The crowd hadn't been able to 
see Cash perform because this 
was the inmates' day.

It declared that "the warm 
reception for the Soviet delega­

party leader Leonid I Brezhnev 
and Premier Alexei Kosygin 
"and the whole course and char­ 
acter of the May celebrations in 
our country are irreversible 
proof of the strength and vitali-

Czechoslovak-Soviet 
friendship." 
It was regarded as unusual to 
draw such conclusions from pa­ 
rades and ceremonies staged in 
the typical Communist manner. 
Western diplomats specuated 
whether the Czechoslovak lead­ 
ers were merely propagandizing 
for local consumption or wheth­ 
er they felt a need to convince 
Moscow of Prague's loyalty.

Don’t Let 
Your Child 
Become a Fatty! 


Mom may be using tempting foods to offset 
kids’ emotional problems

Many mothers admonish overweight teen-agers when blame may be their otvn. 


M 


uch like its proverbial 
counterpart, the road to 
obesity is paved with good in­ 
tentions ; and often these good 
intentions originate in the 
family kitchen. 
A conscientious mother will invest 
time, energy, and imagination in the 
preparation of meals for her chil­ 
dren, hoping to spark their appetites 
with nutritious foods that will build 
and safeguard their health. But even 
so worthy a purpose can be cancelled 
out by a Circe-of-the-skillet who 
urges too many goodies upon the 
members of her household. 
In the matter of overfeeding, a 
mother can develop a stumbling block. 
The tendency to stuff her children 
with food from the time they are in 
the high chair gets such a firm grip 
on her that she finds it impossible 
to break the routine. She can always 
produce a reason for the overload. 
“The children are away from home 
all day. I have to see to it that they 
get a good dinner,” is a familiar ex­ 
planation. Hence, the “compensatory 
meal”—to make up in food for what 
the kids may have missed in atten­ 
tion—comes to the table in many 
courses, followed by a calorie-laden 
dessert. 
If Mom repeats this procedure for 
a dozen years or more, she will have 
on her hands fat teen agers, often 
with skin problems, who may suffer 
socially and emotionally because of 
overweight. Ironically, Mom may not 
recognize her own contribution to 
this state of affairs. Confronted by 
an unhappy daughter with two chins 
and a crying jag because she can’t 
find a fashionable dress to fit her, 
Mother will admonish: 
“Just look at yourself! You don’t 
even have a waistline any more! And 
it’s all because of the junk you eat 
at school” Thus a vastly confusing 
switchover takes place. A child who 
had been praised and rewarded for 
being a good eater in her childhood 


is now made to feel that she has 
become a glutton. 
And is Dad of much help in the 
situation? Does he turn to Mother 
and say, “I think we should start the 
streamlining right now.” Regrettably, 
Father is seldom that objective. He 
beams at his daughter, who is still 
his “little girl,” and remarks, “She 
looks okay to me just as she is.” 
Hence Dad, guilty of myopic daugh- 
ter-worship, becomes a partner in the 
creation of a fatty. 
Mothers throughout the world have 
been faced with family problems 
which they sought to resolve by way 
of their cooking talent. My neighbor 
comes to mind. She moved into our 
town with her 12-year-old Julie, 
who was finding it difficult to culti­ 
vate a circle of friends. Rolling up 
her sleeves, and rolling out the cookie 
dough, she started a “stop off at our 
house after school” routine, which 
proved effective in establishing her 
daughter as a member of a group. 
First tw o, then three, then half- 
a-dozen classmates came home with 
Julie for cocoa and cookies or 
brownies or homemade cream puffs 
or other delicacies which, my neigh­ 
bor was only too happy to provide. 
Eventually other mothers shared the 
hostessing and exercised their own 
baking skills or brought in products 
of the local pastry shop. In time, the 
after-school social gathering became 
an eating ritual, and the youngsters 
began to gain a lot of extra weight. 
My neighbor, having created this 
situation, was the first to recognize 
its penalties. She started to put out 
fruit, low-calorie macaroons and skim 
milk freezes for the young people 
who accompanied Julie home once or 
twice a week. Strangely, there were 
no complaints from the girls them­ 
selves, for apparently the success of 
the after-school get-together was due 
more to its social than its gastro- 
nomical aspects. 
When a child has been disappointed, 
or buffeted in one way or another by 
a world which does not always handle 


him with care, his mother may try 
to compensate with whatever talent 
she can muster. 
A case in point: Our nephew could 
not fit driver-training into his high- 
school program. With all his friends 
—even the girls—already signed up, 
this postponement of an opportunity 
to slide behind the wheel was to him 
a major calamity. The boy’s resent­ 
ment was strong, but not quite as 
much so as it might have been had 
he not expected his Dad to teach him. 
But Dad, for his own reasons, con­ 
sidered a six-month postponement of 
driver-training all to the good; and 
Mother found herself in that thread­ 
bare spot often reserved exclusively 
for mothers, right in the middle. So 
she thought of ways to prove to 
young Bob that his parents were not 
being unreasonable and that they un­ 
derstood his frustration. She began 
baking chocolate cakes, filled the 
freezer with ice-cream, whipped up 
thick shakes for him at any hour, 
and made frequent inquiries about 
the adequacy of his allowance. 
All of this over indulgence may or 
may not have helped to improve Bob’s 
disposition, but if repeated even once 
in a while, our nephew will associate 
food with panacea and resort to gus­ 
tatory comforts whenever the going 
gets choppy. 
A father glows with pride when 
his neighbor remarks: “That’s quite 
a boy you have there!” If the man 
next door is referring to a child’s 
good manners, pleasing personality, 
neat appearance, or intellectual supe­ 


riority, this is reason for a parent 
to take a bow. But, if by “quite a 
boy” the neighbor means quite a 
mountain of flesh, there is no cause 
fo celebrate. The demand for pro­ 
fessional football players is generally 
filled by those magnificent men who 
were born to be big, not by those 
who have had bigness thrust upon 
them by fathers with visions of the 
glories of having an athletic son. 
A departure from sensible menu- 
planning is seldom an occasional 
spree that happens only once in a 
fortnight . . . it is the trip taken by 
those who automatically and chron­ 
ically travel the cooking route with 
pounds of butter and pints of cream 
in tow. It is often the desire to 
please, to impress, or to enhance their 
image as gourmet cook and unparal­ 
leled pastry chef that makes women 
impervious to what they are doing 
to the family silhouettes. 
There are countless ways in which 
someone in the family, deliberately, 
innocently, or sometimes through in­ 
difference, contributes to the build­ 
ing of a fatty. Though the treach­ 
eries and dangers of too much weight 
are no longer debatable, in many 
households at least one heedless per­ 
son may choose to ignore the self- 
evident truth that the creeping-up 
process of extra flesh starts with the 
addition of a single extra pound. 
Success in achieving slim and 
healthful young bodies depends not 
only upon individual will-power and 
discipline but upon parental vigilance 
and total family cooperation. ♦

E d ito r's Note: United States diplom ats and their 
fam ilies have been increasingly endangered during 
the current epidem ic of tactical kidnapping by Latin 
Am erican extremists. O fficials privately voice con­ 
cern that terrorists all over the world may utilize 
the holding of envoys to bring pressure upon hated 


local governments. 
As of this writing, there have been three kidnap­ 
pings or attempted kidnappings of Am ericans since 
the first of the year. Since 196 8, in Guatem ala alone, 
two U.S. m ilitary attache's and an am bassador have 
been slain. Then on A p ril 5 , the kidnapped West 
Germ an ambassador, Count Karl von Spreti, was 
murdered by members of FAR (Fuerzas Arm adas

Rebeldes—armed Communist terrorists) because the 
G uatem alan government refused their ransom de­ 
mands for the freeing of 22 political prisoners and 
payment of $700,000 to the FAR. A few weeks ear­ 
lier, on M arch 6 , members of this same group seized 
Sean H olly, 41, labor attache at the Am erican Em­ 
bassy in G uatem ala City. For 39 hours, he was held 
hostage, in equal danger of murder. O n ly because 
G uatem ala d id agree to the ransom terms—release 
of three FAR com rades—was our diplom at released 
unharmed. FAMILY W EEKLY sent a staff writer to 
W ashington, where M r. H olly was on leave, for this 
exclusive interview—Sean 
H olly's own 
harrowing 


story, as he relived it:

It was th en th at I saw th e su b mach in e gu n . (Th e 
same o n e, I was remin ded later, th at h ad k illed 
Amb assado r Jo h n Go rdo n Mein in 196 8 b ecau se 
h e tried to escap e fro m h is ab du cto rs.) 
Immediately , I did as I was to ld. Th e ign itio n 
was still o n , my jack et an d p ip e left b eh in d in 
my car. 
My cap to rs to ld me to remo v e my p rescrip tio n 
su n glasses—I’m v ery n earsigh ted—an d rep laced 
th em with regu lar dark glasses stu ffed with co t­ 
to n . A v ery effectiv e b lin dfo ld u n n o ticed as we 
dro v e p ast p o lice ch eck p o in ts to th e first o f th ree 
h ideo u ts in th e h ills. 


HOSTAGE. 
Th ere, th e reb els were v ery so licito u s 
o f my co mfo rt. Th ey wan ted to k eep th e merch an ­ 
dise in go o d sh ap e. It was b itterly co ld. Th ey 
gav e me b lan k ets an d sh ared th eir fo o d with me. 
I’d b een a p ip e smo k er sin ce I was 18, an d I 
missed it n o w. Th ey o ffered me th eir cigarettes, 
b u t I can ’t stan d cigarettes. 
Th ey p o in ted o u t rep eatedly th at if I tried to 
escap e, th ey ’d k ill me. I assu red th em I k n ew 


b etter th an to try to b e James Bo n d. Th ey h ad 
n o th in g again st me p erso n ally , I was ju st a sy m­ 
b o l o f th e Un ited States—wh ich th ey were 
again st. Bu t if th eir frien ds were n o t set free 
as th ey deman ded, I was dead, an d we all k n ew 
it. If th ey go t wo rd th at th e go v ern men t was n o t 
co o p eratin g, th ey wo u ld say 
so rry, frien d , 
an d 
p u ll th e trigger. 
At th at p o in t, h o wev er, it was to o so o n to wo rry . 
Th e o rdeal h ad ju st b egu n . In fact, it was p o ssib le 
th at it wasn 't ev en a n ews item y et. Lo o k in g b ack 
o n it, I th in k o n e asp ect stru ck me as almo st 
fu n n y . Ev ery o n e at th e first h o u se was millin g 
aro u n d, talk in g, ask in g q u estio n s. No th in g o r­ 
derly . Fo llo win g n o sy stematic p lan . Th at’s a 
ty p ical Latin situ atio n . Yo u th in k y o u ’re go in g 
to Place A, b u t th ey ’re go in g to Place B, b u t 
h av en ’t to ld y o u —an d th at go es o n an d o n . Th e 
iro n y was, I rememb er th in k in g, 
Here I’ve b een 
kid n a p p ed , a n d th ey h a ven ’t g o t th e d a mn th in g 
a rra n g ed a s to wh o is to n o tify wh o m! 
Wh en th ey decided to mo v e me, fo r secu rity 
reaso n s, to an o th er cab in , th ey p u t me o n a h o rse. 
I was b lin dfo lded, an d made to wear a b ig h at 
to camo u flage my 
g rin g o crewcu t an d featu res. 
I h ad th e b lan k ets wrap p ed aro u n d me. 
“Do n ’t try to ru n away ,” th ey warn ed me, 
n eedlessly . 
Ho w co u ld I h av e? I’m n o rider. I k ep t b ein g 


th ro wn b ack an d fo rward as th e h o rse jo lted u p 
an d do wn th e h ills. I was to o ch illed an d u n co m­ 
fo rtab le, to o b u sy try in g to h an g o n to th e b lan ­ 
k ets an d n o t fall o ff th e h o rse, to th in k o f es­ 
cap in g. I h ad n o idea wh ere we were go in g, 
th o u gh I su sp ect th ey were leadin g me in circles 
to co n fu se me. 
At last we sto p p ed, an d th ey to o k me in to a 
h u t made o f wo v en p alm fro n ds an d mu d. Th ey 
made n o attemp t to h arass me. In fact, we ch atted 
in Sp an ish , ev en discu ssed p o litical p h ilo so p h ies. 
Th e gu errillas to ld me th ey were u n iv ersity stu ­ 
den ts. Th ey b eliev e th e o n ly way to ach iev e so cial 
an d eco n o mic ch an ge is th ro u gh v io len t rev o lu ­ 
tio n . Th ey are again st free electio n s, as o fferin g 
n o real differen ce in th e can didates. Th ey are 
p leased with Gu atemala’s recen t electio n o f a law- 
an d-o rder p residen t, h o wev er, b ecau se th ey th in k 
h is p o licies will b e rep ressiv e an d th at th is will 
alien ate th e p eo p le an d win th em mo re co n v erts. 
Th ey do n ’t h av e mu ch su p p o rt n o w. 
FAR memb ers are so rt o f Marx ist, lik e o u r o wn 
y o u n g radicals in th e States, with a v ery sim­ 
p listic v iew o f th e wo rld. Th ey th in k in stereo ­ 
ty p es o f Wall Street, b ig co rp o ratio n s, p o licemen 
as “p igs.” 
I didn ’t really get wo rried u n til th e seco n d day . 
By Satu rday aftern o o n an d ev en in g, th in gs were 
gettin g stick y . Nego tiatio n s h ad b o gged do wn . 
Time was gettin g sh o rt. Th e gu errillas were jit­ 
tery . Th ey h ad n o t receiv ed wo rd th at th eir co m­ 
rades h ad b een released, an d we all k n ew I’d h av e 
to p ay with my life if th ey weren ’t let go so o n . 
To my amazemen t, I accep ted th is dire p o ssi­ 
b ility . 
No th in g in life really p rep ares y o u fo r a situ a­ 
tio n lik e th is. Wh at did I th in k ab o u t? 


WAITING TO BE SHOT. Mo stly I th o u g h t a b o u t 
my wife Becky. We’d met wh en I was a stu den t 
at Fo rdh am Un iv ersity in New Yo rk , an d sh e 
was secretary to th e Dean . Sh e was p retty , an d 
tin y —still is, o n ly 5' 2 ”, 10 8 p o u n ds. I’d ju st 
p assed my Fo reign Serv ice Ex am, th o u gh I still 
h ad th o u gh ts o f go in g in to teach in g, lik e my 
gran dp aren ts in Irelan d.

Th e terms 
h ad n o w b een fu lly met an d at last th e FAR co u ld 
k eep th eir p art o f th e b argain an d b rin g me b ack . 
Ab o u t 5:3 0 Su n day mo rn in g, th ey to o k me to 
a wo rk in g-class n eigh b o rh o o d o f Gu atemala City 
an d wo k e u p a y o u n g p riest, Fath er Aldan a, an d 
ex p lain ed th e co n ditio n s. I gav e my wo rd o f h o n o r 
th at I wo u ld n o t call an y o n e fo r an h o u r. If I 
did, th ey said, th ey ’d k ill me 
a n d my family . We 
sy n ch ro n ized watch es. 
An h o u r an d sev en min u tes later, I p h o n ed my 
h o u se. Frien ds an d p eo p le fro m th e Emb assy h ad 
b een stan din g watch aro u n d th e clo ck . An aide 
came an d go t me. I sto p p ed h o me ju st lo n g en o u gh 
to k iss Beck y an d h u g th e k ids—wh o weren ’t at 
all sh y ab o u t tellin g me th at I smelled lik e Ho ­ 
gan ’s Go at.

Our no rthern neighbor s coast-to-coast super road has 


something spectacular for everyone — spo rtsman, 


fisherman, camper, camera fan, or just plain tourist

T 


h e Trans Canada Hig h- 
way is a smo o th co ncrete 
super ro ad, which was built 
o rig inally to pro v ide the 
fa st­ 
est cro ss-co ntinent trav el by 
car. But mo re and mo re it is 
beco ming “ the v acatio n hig h­ 
way ” fo r Americans and Ca­ 
nadians alike. 
Tod ay no p av ed road on earth con­ 
nects so many v acation op p o rtu nities, 
p articu larly fo r family v acations 
with an ou td oor flav or. The Trans 
Canad a begins at St. Jo hns, New­ 
fou nd land , on the east coast, and 
end s 5 ,8 00 miles later at Victoria, 
British Colu mbia, on the west—from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. In be­ 
tween, it p asses cou ntless p arks and 
wood land s, mou ntain ranges and 
mead ows, fishing and bo ating waters 
u nmatched any where. 
Newfoundland, the Trans Cana­ 
d a’s eastern terminu s, is a good d esti­ 
natio n fo r fishermen and fo r v aca­ 
tio nists who enjoy trailing their own 
boats to be lau nched in u nfamiliar 
waters. If the boat is large enou gh 
and seaworthy , it is p ossible to cru ise 
comp letely aro u nd this island . Giant 
blu efin tu na school near Harbo u r 
Main, whole p od s of p othead whales 
are d riv en asho re at New Harbo u r, 
and tro u t fishing in most inland 
waters is reward ing. Beginning in 
Sep tember, the interio r of New­ 
fou nd land attracts many moose-hu nt- 
er enthu siasts. 
A maritime ferry carries Trans 
Canad a trav elers from Newfou nd land 
westward to Cap e Breton Island . 
Main attractio ns here fo r ou td oor 


p eop le are Cap e Breton Highland s 
National Park (camp ing), sea tro u t 
and salmon fishing in Bras d ’Or 
Lake, and great bird -watching on 
Cibou x and Herfo rd island s. A rock 
cau seway links Cap e Breton Island 
with mainland Nov a Scotia. 
Many lakes of Nov a Scotia hav e 
land locked salmon and Grand Lake 
is one o f the best. There are nu mer­ 
ou s camp grou nd s in the p rov ince, an 
ex cellent wild life sanctu ary near 
Wav erly , and the waters off Yar­ 
mou th are internatio nally famou s fo r 
blu efin tu na. 
Continu ing westward , the rou te 
lead s to the p rov ince of New Bru ns­ 
wick. Virtu ally all of the waters of 
this p rov ince offer good fishing fo r 
tro u t o r land locked salmon, small- 
mou th bass or p ickerel, and p ossibly 
all fou r. Best known to most anglers 
are the St. Croix and St. Jo hns riv ­ 
ers, p lu s the necklaces of connecting 
lakes. Fu nd y Natio nal Park offers 
ex tensiv e camp ing op p o rtu nities. 
Qu ebec is Canad a's best-known 
p rov ince, and it wou ld req u ire v ol­ 
u mes to catalog in d etail all of the 
fishing waters and the best hu nting 
areas (fo r d eer, bears, moose, game 
bird s in the fall). To reach the best 
of the salmon fishing, it is necessary 
to circle away from the Trans Can­ 
ad a Highway to the Gasp e Peninsu la 
and its p rov incial p arks. Bu t hu n­ 
d red s of o ther fishing and boating 
lakes are accessible by road , no rth of 
Ottawa. 
Ev en with sev eral lifetimes to d e­ 
v ote, an angler cou ld n’t begin to 
samp le all of the fishing waters which 
are scattered across Ontario. From 
Ottawa to Kenora, the Trans Canad a

Highway crosses cou ntless riv ers and 
p asses within sight o f hu nd red s of 
lakes. Connecting road s lead to o ther 
lakes, and chartered flights by float 
p lane carry anglers to waters still 
farther no rth, which are seld om 
fished . Algonq u in Prov incial Park is 
a good one fo r camp ing-fishing ex p e­ 
d itions. Georgian Bay , No rth Chan­ 
nel, and the p erimeter of Manitou lin 
Island mu st comp are with the finest 
bo ating waters any where. 
All of the best fishing in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan is no rth o f the 
Trans Canad a, and mu ch is easily ac­ 
cessible by a co nstantly imp rov ing 
netwo rk of road s. The most imp or­ 
tant game fish are no rthern p ike 
(they reach greater size here than 
any where else) and lake tro u t. Mani­ 
to ba's blu e-ribbon fishing cou ntry is 
reached v ia Rou te 10, which ex tend s 
400 miles no rthward from its ju nc­ 
tion with the Trans Canad a High­ 
way at Brand on. 
Both of these p rairie p rov inces 
hav e p rov id ed better-than-av erage fa­ 
cilities fo r camp ers; good camp ­ 
grou nd s are sp otted at interv als along 
all majo r highway s. Fall game-bird 
shooting and d eer hu nting are su p erb 
sou th of the Trans Canad a. Three 
v ery p op u lar camp ing areas are 
Whiteshell Pro v incial Park and Rid ­ 
ing Mou ntain National Park in Mani­ 
toba, and Prince Albert Natio nal 
Park in Saskatchewan. 
In Alberta the Trans Canad a trav ­ 
eler meets the Canad ian Rockies, and 
this is a magnificent chu nk of real 
estate to cross. From Banff, a road 
(Rou te 93) known as “the Calend ar 
Highway ” ex tend s no rthward along 
the fu ll length of Banff and Jasp er 
National Parks. A good many v aca­ 
tio ners consid er this the most sp ec­ 


tacu lar d riv e they hav e ev er mad e. 
A p op u lar holid ay in the Rockies 
of both Alberta and British Colu mbia 
is the p ack trip (on horseback) or 
back p ack (on foot) into the mou n­ 
tains to fish in remote alp ine lakes. 
Action is inv ariably fast and the 
mou ntain scenery makes it all the 
more ex citing. Horses and gu id es for 
p ack trip s can be obtained in Banff 
o r Lake Lou ise. In the fall, hu nters 
can make p ack trip s fo r su ch big 
game as moose, bighorn sheep , bears, 
and mou ntain goats, elk, and d eer. 
In British Colu mbia, the Trans 
Canad a wind s thro u gh Glacier, Yoho 
and Rev elstoke national p arks, all 
great fo r ou td oor enthu siasts with 
well-marked trails and abu nd ant wild ­ 
life. There is sp lend id rainbow tro u t 
fishing in Kamloop s Lake and in Wells 
Gray Prov incial Park. 
The Trans Canad a terminates in 
the center of Canad a’s best Pacific 
salmon fishing. Daily charter boats 
leav e from su ch p o rts as Vancou v er, 
Victoria, Nanaimo, and Camp bell Riv ­ 
er, and they seld om retu rn in su mmer 
witho u t a heav y catch. Of cou rse, boat 
owners can also fish from their own 
craft. The Strait of Georgia, between 
mainland and Vancou v er Island , is 
ex citing to cru ise. It is also the start­ 
ing p oint fo r trip s by boat, v ia the 
Inland Waterway , to Alaska. 
Canad a is a genu ine ou td o o rsman’s 
p romised land . And the Trans Canad a 
Highway p u ts it all to gether. %

cups halved fresh strawberries 
cup granulated sugar 
cup quick-cooking tapioca 
cup pastry mixture before adding 
water 
Unbaked Pastry Shell (see recipe) 
Va cup packed light brown sugar 
Vt teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1. Toss strawberries with a mixture of 
granulated sugar and tapioca; set aside. 
2. Prepare the pastry, reserving the % 
cup flour-shortening mixture before add­ 
ing water and completing pastry. Turn 
the sweetened strawberries into the un­ 
baked pastry shell. Lay an 8-in. round of 
aluminum foil over filling. 
3. Bake at 400°F. 35 min. 
4. Meanwhile, blend the brown sugar and 


cinnamon with the reserved V2 cup flour- 
shortening mixture. 
5. Remove aluminum foil and sprinkle 
mixture over berries. Continue baking 25 
min., or until pastry edge and topping 
are browned. 
6. Cool on a wire rack.

Pastry Shell 
Sift 1^2 cups sifted all-purpose flour with 
y2 teaspoon salt into a bowl. Cut in V2 
cup all-vegetable shortening until pea­ 
sized particles are formed. Sprinkle 2*/2 
tablespoons cold water over mixture 
while tossing with a fork; shape into a 
ball. On a lightly floured surface, roll 
pastry into a round lVfe in. larger than 
an inverted 9-in. pie plate. Gently fit past-

3. Drizzle additional maple syrup gen­ 
erously over strawberries in a bowl and 
toss to coat evenly; chill. 
4. Toss lightly before spooning strawber­ 
ries with syrup over cheese filling. If 
possible, arrange top layer of berries cut 
side down.

Strawberry-Lime Jam 
Fresh fully ripe strawberries 
(enough for 1 % cups crushed fruit) 
1 teaspoon grated lime peel 
4 cups sugar 
2 tablespoons lime juice 
Vi bottle liquid fruit pectin 
1. Wash jars and lids in soapy water; 
rinse thoroughly in boiling water and 
drain. Set aside. 
2. Rinse, hull, slice, and crush berries. 
Turn into a large bowl. Blend in lime 
peel, then the sugar. Mix well. Blend lime 
juice and fruit pectin in a small bowl; 
stir into fruit. Continue to stir 3 min. (A 
few sugar crystals will remain.) 
3. Ladle quickly into jars. Cover at once 
with tight-fitting lids. Let stand at room 
temperature until set, about 24 hrs. Store 
in refrigerator if jam is to be useTPWfth- 
in two or three weeks or in freezer for 
longer storage.

Double-Quick Strawberry 
Doughnuts 
Heat fat for deep frying to 365°F. Mean­ 
while, using 1 pkg. refrigerated fresh 
dough for buttermilk biscuits, separate 
dough into biscuits, cut them into halves, 
and flatten into rounds about Vs in. thick. 
Place a rinsed, drained, and hulled ripe 
strawberry (coated with sugar or con­ 
fectioners’ sugar) in the center of each 
round of dough. Gather edge to the top 
and twist or pinch to seal. Fry dough­ 
nuts, a few at a time, in heated fat about 
2 min., or until browned, turning occa­ 
sionally. Drain on absorbent paper. Sift 
confectioners’ sugar generously over hot 
doughnuts and serve immediately. (In­ 
terior of doughnut is very juicy.)

Rhubarb-Strawberry Mold 


3 cuds (1-in. pieces) fresh rhubarb 
% cup sugar 
^ 
Vi cup water 
1 pkg. (3 oz.) strawberry-flavored 
gelatin 
1 cup cold water 
1 cup sliced sweetened fresh 
strawberries, or 1 pkg. (10 oz.) 
frozen strawberries, thawed 
1. Put rhubarb into a saucepan with the 
sugar and *4 cup water. Set over low heat 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. Cover 
and cook gently about 15 min., or until 
rhubarb is just tender (do not allow it to 
become mushy). 
2. Drain rhubarb, reserving hot syrup. 
Set rhubarb aside to cool. Add boiling 
water to the reserved hot syrup to make 
1 cup liquid. Pour hot liquid over gelatin 
in a bowl and stir until gelatin is com­ 
pletely dissolved. Blend in the cold water. 
3. Chill until gelatin is slightly thickened. 
Mix in cooked rhubarb and strawberries. 
Turn into a rinsed and drained 1-qt. 
mold. Chill until firm. 
4. Ujunold onto a chilled serving plate. 
For Dessert, garnish with mint sprigs 
and whole strawberries sprinkled with 
confectioners’ sugar. For Salad, garnish 
with watercress or crisp inner leaves 
of romaine.

Michael Douglas: Unlike Father 


Kirk Douglas’ son knows what he wants, where he’s going, and how to do it on his own

Looking very much like his famous dad, Michael Douglas plays 
young intellectual searching for truth in “Adam at Six A.M.” 


M 


ic h a e l d o u g la s could do 
a perfect imitation of 
his fath er, Kirk—if he 
wanted to. Just sitting there, 
Michael looks like a reincar­ 
nation of a young Kirk. He 
can flash the same intense, 
burning eyes, clench his teeth 
like he’s mad at the world, 
cock his head like a fox listen­ 
ing for danger. But Michael 
doesn’t want to emulate his 
famous dad. 
A true son of the younger genera­ 
tion, Mike, 25, has different ideas 
about life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
a film career. “Dad came from a 
poor family,” says Mike. "He worked 
hard to get what he wanted, and that 
included money. But I don’t think he 
ever learned to enjoy it. He’s got a 
big house in Beverly Hills and a big 
fefice around it—and himself. Money 
doesn’t mean that much to me.” 
It isn’t just the money that makes 
young Mike take a second hard look 
at his old man. “When I was in Cali­ 
fornia the last time, he told me, ‘If 
anything goes wrong in your career, 
the hell with it!’ He said in this busi­ 
ness you get so many pressures from 
so many people who want things from 
you that you can lose your objectivi­ 
ty. You can take yourself too seri­ 
ously when work should be fun. If it 
can’t be, forget it. 
“Actually, he was more outspoken, 
but I know yours is a family maga­ 
zine.” When I pointed out that in the 
almost 12 years I have known Kirk, 
I’ve never seen him as much as crack 
a smile, Michael nodded. “That’s 
what I mean. He’s just learning. Un­ 
til now, he always tried so hard that 
he alienated people with his drive 
even when he was trying to have fun 
and be a good guy.” 
There was no bitterness, no ani­ 
mosity in Michael’s voice when he 
talked, only an analytical evaluation 
for the benefit of himself. 
Yet there are similarities between 
the two, quite aside from a physical 
likeness. They are about the same 
height—just short of six feet—have 
similar facial features, including the 
slight cleft in the chin—the father’s 
trademark. But Michael seems more 
fragile, more sensitive, and has little 
of the tough self-assurance that typi­ 


fies Kirk. Possibly because Mike 
didn’t have to struggle for a liveli­ 
hood and work his way through col­ 
lege as Kirk did. 
Kirk and his wife, former actress, 
Diana Douglas, were divorced when 
Michael was six. Kirk provided well 
for her and their two sons, Mike and 
Joe, 23, who is married and attend­ 
ing the University of Oregon. Diana, 
now married to writer Bill Darrid, 
moved to Westport, Conn., then back 
to California, then returned to Con­ 
necticut where she now lives. As a 
result, Michael was shuttled back 
and forth to boarding schools. 
Michael joined his father every 
summer, either in California, or 
wherever Kirk was on location. When 
he was old enough, his father got 
him jobs with the company, as as­ 
sistant director on location in Nor­ 
way where his father starred in 
“Heroes of Telemark” and as assis­ 
tant film cutter in New Mexico where 
Kirk was starring in “Lonely Are 
the Brave.” 
It seems rather odd that although 
Mike worked as a cutter for eight 
weeks for the film’s director and was 
Kirk’s son, that the director did not 
recognize him eight years later when 
he auditioned for “Hail, Hero.” “I 
had long hair (he still does) and a 
beard (no more) and that’s why 


David Miller didn’t know me,” Mi­ 
chael explained. 
“My father didn’t even know I ap­ 
plied for the job,” Mike insisted. “He 
heard about it only after I called him 
from New York to give him the good 
news that I’d won the part!” At the 
time, Kirk was recuperating from a 
minor throat operation and was not 
allowed to talk. His reaction was 
scribbled on a piece of paper and 
told to Michael by his stepmother: 
“I’m speechless!” 
Unfortunately, the film about the 
generation gap of father-and-son to­ 
ward the Vietnam War was a dis­ 
appointment from every point of 
view. However, Michael was signed 
to star in “Adam at Six A.M.” be­ 
fore the previous film was released, 
and according to inside reports, re­ 
deemed himself well. “Better to have 
a failure with a first appearance and 
do well with the second, rather than 
vice versa,” he says. 
“Hail, Hero” was his first oppor­ 
tunity to star in a film after studying 
in New York with drama coach 
Wynn Handman. By then he had 
spent three summers in stock, then 
earned excellent notices for a tv 
drama, “The Experiment” in which 
he was billed as M. J. Douglas be­ 
cause there was already a Michael 
Douglas listed in the union. But 


that’s been straightened out now. 
Unlike his father, Mike didn’t 
know what he wanted out of life 
when he enrolled as an English ma­ 
jor at the University of California’s 
campus at Santa Barbara. “For one 
and a half years I lived in a com­ 
mune off campus,” he recalled. “I did 
a lot of swimming, ran around, made 
pottery, meditated, smoked pot, tried 
LSD, and every once in a while went 
to class. For all practical purposes, 
at 21, I had retired from life!” Not 
surprisingly, he flunked out. 
He tried the hippy life in San 
Francisco’s Haight-Ashbury district, 
but there was too much of Kirk’s 
drive in him. And so he asked to be 
let back into the university. “I be­ 
came interested in acting, switched 
to a drama major, and really started 
to concentrate on my studies.” The 
result was evident during his last 
two years at the university when he 
made the Dean’s list for outstanding 
students twice and also won Best 
Actor and Best Director awards. 
Michael currently has two homes— 
an apartment in New York City and 
a place in Los Angeles. Where he 
lives depends on where there is work. 
Michael, who has been romantical­ 
ly linked with a young actress-model 
named Pamela Barkentin, insists he 
is not interested in marriage at this 
time. “I don’t want any responsibili­ 
ties now. I want to concentrate on 
my career, and not just acting.” Like 
his father, he also wants to produce 
and direct and already has formed 
his own production company. Unlike 
his father, however, who has been 
talking about directing a film for 
15 years but has never attempted 
it for fear it might be a failure, Mi­ 
chael insists he will do it soon. He is 
not afraid of failure and says he can 
only learn from it. 
When we parted company, I was 
convinced that he has a good chance 
of going as far as his father, and 
possibly further—with less tension, 
making fewer enemies, and possibly 
being happier in the long run. But 
then, by his own admission, he had 
a lot of advantages that his father 
never had—but provided for him. 
And while Michael is grateful for 
these advantages, he can’t follow in 
anyone’s footsteps. It seems that 
Mike has inherited a lot more from 
Kirk Douglas than a cleft in his chin 
and a look in his eyes! ♦

Summer Job Tips for 
Students 


By SANDY SHEVEY 


L 


a s t s u m m e r , Tulsa, Okla., 
I teen-agers staged an un­ 
usual kind of protest. Groups of 
boys and girls picketed stores and 
businesses because there weren’t 
enough summer jobs available. 
The demonstration points up students' 
increasing desire for the work experience 
and expense money that summertime em­ 
ployment can give them. 
Countless jobs are waiting to be filled, 
many of them unusually interesting or 
offbeat. Youthful job hunters may not 
be aware of some of the possibilities. 
For example, New York State's Long 
Island Rail Road last summer welcomed 
aboard more than 100 teens: boys as ticket 
agents, bar-car attendants, and sandwich- 
soft-drink venders; girls as secretaries 
and “mini-maids,” who serve coffee and 
doughnuts to rush-hour passengers. 
“They picked up our public image as 
well as filling important jobs while some 
of our people were on vacation,” says per­ 
sonnel director Earle Gay. 
The Long Island will again be hiring 
young people this summer. Applicants 
should write to Gay at: Jamaica Station, 
Jamaica, N.Y., and mention any business 
experience. 
More than 1,800 boys and girls earned 
an average of $148 a week (20-percent 
commission basis) driving ice-cream 
vending trucks in 12 Eastern and Mid­ 
western states for the Good Humor Com­ 
pany. 
Says personnel director, Gail Chal- 
craft, “No experience is necessary, but ap­ 
plicants must have a clear driver’s license 
(no violations), be in a good, healthy con­ 
dition, get along with people, and be able 
to manage money. Chalcraft asks that ap­ 
plications be sent to him at: The Good 
Humor Corporation, Englewood Cliffs, 
N.J., accompanied by verification that 
you are a student. 
Want to have a working holiday in 
Europe? The Brook Street Bureau of 
Mayfair, Ltd., can arrange for teens to 
spend four months in London. It gets you 
a job, oversees your training, obtains your 
work permit (which costs $40), and can 
schedule air transportation (at your own 
expense), if you so desire. 
Once you’re in London, the Bureau will 
help you find a place to live for as little 
as $10 a week if you share. Brook Street 
looks after your social life, too, putting 
on getting-to-know-you coffees and cock­ 
tail parties and arranging trips. 


Vendor jobs offer opportunity for students. 


Salaries range from $37.50 to $50 a 
week, with a 20-percent income tax and 
free medical care. Mrs. Elizabeth Halver- 
stam, director of Brook Street in the 
United States, notes: “You can live quite 
nicely in England on this wage.” All in­ 
quiries should be sent to Mrs. Halver- 
stam at 18 East 48th Street, New York, 
N.Y. 10017. 
Shell Oil is also tapping the youth mar­ 
ket. Shell has set up training programs in 
high schools in New York City; Hartford, 
Conn.; Newark, N.J.; Atlanta, Ga.; New 
Orleans, La.; Houston, Tex.; and San 
Francisco, Calif. During the school year 
teens learn service-station merchandising, 
bookkeeping, and automotive repair, tune- 
up and brake work. When summer comes, 
they are ready and eager to go to work. 
Teen mechanics earn about $1.65 an 
hour. Jobs begin in June and run through 
the middle of August. Shell gives young­ 
sters a two-week break before school be­ 
gins again. Says the program’s eastern 
regional manager, Richard Lampe, “Even 
if you’re not a Shell trainee, you are eligi­ 
ble for a summer job.” He’ll be happy to 
receive job requests at: Shell Oil, 700 
White Plains Road, Scarsdale, N.Y. 10583. 
“If you want a summer job, create 
one!” is the advice of Ronald Franzmeier, 
director of Youthpower, a nonprofit, 
equal-opportunity summer-job clearing­ 
house run for and by young people. Jeff 
Harris, a Milwaukee, Wis., teen, cleared 
$900 after he paid assistants by running 
a lawn-care service. 
The best jobs for girls are in sales; pay 
is about $2.50 an hour. For boys, the big 
money is in construction, where the rate 
goes up to $4. 
A work permit is generally not neces­ 
sary if you are 18 or over, or if you work 
for a householder rather than for busi­ 
ness.

And in the end, I lost only 30 pounds. So back I went 
to stuffing myself. 
All my shirts had to be made to order, because I 
needed a 19-inch collar and a 29 sleeve.

Especially since the shirts wore out fast 
across my middle. The steering wheel of my car did it. 
Diet pills weren’t any help either. I tried them, but 
my appetite stayed as big as ever.
